While ordinary Albertans 
waited three years for a colon- 
cancer test, patients at a pri¬ 
vate clinic were treated in just 
weeks under an informal agree¬ 
ment with Calgaiy’s flagship 
colon-care screening clinic, an 
inquiry was told Tuesday.

bumping other non-urgent pa¬ 
tients down the list. 

“It was a common practice 
with Helios to make sure they 
were a priority,” testified Sam¬ 
antha Malyot, a clerk who quit 
the publicly funded Forzani 
centre in 2011 due to frustra¬ 
tion over management. 

The inquiry was told Helios 
was a prestigious private clinic 
providing care to “executive 
patients.” 

Malyot said the favoured pa¬ 
tients were funnelled through 
three doctors at the Forzani 
clinic. 


“I assumed that it was an 
agreement between the clin¬ 
ics. I assumed that it was some¬ 
thing to do with AHS (Alberta 
Health Services),” she said. 

“I never questioned it to 
management.” 

The Forzani centre opened 
just over four years ago at the 
Foothills Medical Centre and 
is run in conjunction with the 
University of Calgary and the 
province. 

When constructed, it was 
billed as the first dedicated 
standalone clinic to test for co¬ 
lon cancer, treating more than 
10,000 patients a year. 

Forzani clerk David Be 
ninger testified that when he 
joined the facility in 2011, he 
noticed patients from Helios, 
located nearby, were being 
moved up the queue for rou¬ 
tine tests.

Edmonton should open its 
doors to people around the 
world to keep the city’s eco¬ 
nomic advantage through the 
good times and the bad, ac¬ 
cording to the president of the 
Edmonton Economic Develop¬ 
ment Corporation. 

“We want to invite the 
world to come build it here, 
whatever your ‘it’ is. It could 
be your career, your business,

Hey students, want some “elo¬ 
quent phrasing and sophisti¬ 
cated articulate arguments for 
your critical analysis?” Or “are 
you tired of wasting time in 
front of your laptop instead of 
having fun?” There may be an 
essay ghostwriter for you. 

On Craigslist Toronto, more 
than 20 ads for essay-writing 
services were published in one 
day this week — months from 
end-of-the-semester crunch 
time. 

One post advertises, “A for 
your essays.” Another adver¬ 
tises a husband-and-wife team, 
both with master’s degrees, 
who have a combined 35 years 
of post-secondary essay-writing 
experience. 

One of the ghostwriters — 


“A for your essays” — agreed 
to be interviewed. Sam, who 
declined to give his last name, 
says he has an MBA. 

“The way I look at it is that I 
am filling a need in the market. 
I am writing, and what they do 
with it is up to themselves,” he 
wrote in an email to Metro. 

Most of his clients are repeat 
customers, and he’s taken some 
through both their undergradu¬ 
ate and MBA degrees, he says. 

About three-quarters of his 
students will hand in his es¬ 
say verbatim, even though he 
advises them to make it their 
own. Sometimes, when they 
write three essays in a term 
themselves then hand in one 
of his as the fourth, the TA will 
catch on to the difference and 
they’ll get caught, he says. “All 
students want is an A on the es¬ 
say, no matter how their previ¬ 
ous marks have been.” 

Sam, like all of the essay 
writers on Craigslist, says his 
essays are original, so they 
won’t be flagged as plagiarized 
by Tumitin.com. 

At this time of year, he’ll get 
eight to 10 email requests a day, 
increasing to about 20 in March. 


Buyer beware 


EasyA? 

Noway 

As with everything you 
can buy on Craigslist, it’s 
buyer beware for pur¬ 
chased essays. 

Metro ordered a $97, 
custom-written essay from 
AcademicWritingBrokers. 
com, which advertises on 
Craigslist. As promised, it 
arrived within 24 hours 
and passed a check on 
Turnitin.com. The topic — 
“Is William Lyon Mack¬ 
enzie King an idealist or 
opportunist?” — was from 
Dan Azoulay’s 20-century 
Canada class at Toronto’s 
York University. 

“It’s not a very good 
essay,” said Azoulay of the 
finished product. “It just 
doesn’t answer the essay 
question.” 

The essay also has 
grammar issues and 
rambles without stmcture.

A former teacher is suing the 
U.S. school district where she 
used to work, saying adminis¬ 
trators discriminated against 
her because she has a rare pho¬ 
bia: A fear of young children. 

Maria Waltherr-Willard, 61, 
had been teaching Spanish and 
French to teenagers in Ohio 
since 1976. 

Waltherr-Willard was trans¬ 
ferred to a school with young¬ 
er students in 2009. She says 
the kids there triggered her 
phobia, forcing her to retire. 

Her lawsuit says her fear of 


young children falls under the 
federal Americans with Dis¬ 
abilities Act and that the dis¬ 
trict violated it by transferring 
her and not letting her go back 
to her former school. 

Gary Winters, the school 
district’s attorney, said Wal¬ 
therr-Willard was transferred 
because the French program 
at her school was being turned 
into an online one and that the 
other school needed a Spanish 
teacher. 

“She wants money,” Win¬ 
ters said of Walter-Willard’s 


motivation to sue. 

The lawsuit said Waltherr- 
Willard has been treated for 
her phobia since 1991. 

Patrick McGrath, a clinical 
psychologist and director of the 
Center for Anxiety and Obses¬ 
sive Compulsive Disorders near 
Chicago, said he has treated pa¬ 
tients who have fears involving 
children and that anyone can 
be afraid of anything. 

“We’ve had mothers who 
wouldn’t touch their children 
after they’re bom,” he said.

Wal-Mart Stores Inc., the 
world’s largest retailer and the 
biggest U.S. private employer 
with 1.4 million workers, said 
Tuesday it is rolling out a three- 
part plan to help jump-start 
America’s sluggish economy.

Facebook 
unveils ‘graph search’ 


Facebook CEO Mark Zuclcer- 
berg introduced a new search 
feature on Tuesday in the com¬ 
pany’s first staged event at its 
Menlo Park, Calif., headquar¬ 
ters since its May initial public 
offering. 

Called “graph search,” the 
new service lets users search 
their social connections for 
information about people, in¬ 
terests, photos and places. It’ll 
help users who, for instance, 
want to scroll through all the 
photos their friends have taken 
in Paris or search for the favour¬ 
ite TV shows of all their friends 
who happen to be doctors. 

Until now, Facebook users 
were unable to search for 
friends who live in a certain 
town or like a particular movie. 
With the new feature, people 
can search for friends who, 
say, live in Boston who also like 
Zero Dark Thirty.

When I ask Guillermo Del 
Toro why his films often fea¬ 
ture kids as main characters 
his answer is upfront, open 
and a little surprising.

relationship with the hor¬ 
ror of Catholic guilt and the 
dogma. My grandmother was 
like Piper Laurie in Carrie. I 
was like a chubby version of 
Carrie. It was very difficult for 
me to get over that. 

“I jokingly say I spent 40 
years tiying to recuperate 
from the first eight, but to a 
degree it is true. I really suf¬ 
fered intensely in the first 10 
years of my life. I would cry 


at the concept of burning in 
hell, or the concept of pur¬ 
gatory and original sin. Mex¬ 
ican Catholicism is very, very 
brutal and very, very gory. 
That all affected me.” 

Mama, his latest producor- 
ial effort, is a spooky tale of 
two abandoned girls raised 
by a supernatural nanny. 
Del Toro came to the story 
after seeing a three-minute 
short film by director Andres 
Muschietti. 

“The short is brilliant,” 
he says. “Atmospheric and 
creepy. You can see a story¬ 
telling will. You can see a 
voice. There is a filmmaker in 
that short. 

“Very often you see shorts 
that are glossy but have very 
little to say. Or they’re really 
intense and interesting but 
they are badly done. But this 
short had the perfect balance 


of form, function and story.” 

Muschietti is just the latest 
director to be discovered and 
mentored by Del Toro, who 
himself was given a helping 
hand by people like James 
Cameron. 

“I’ve been very, very bless¬ 
ed by finding good people 
who believed in me at the 
right time. Obviously I try 
and pay it forward. Right now 
I’m 48-years-old and have 
been doing this for 30-some¬ 
thing years, 20 directing. I’ve 
been able to produce close to 
20 movies between Mexico 
and America and Spain and 
I would say in 99 per cent of 
the cases it has been really, 
really beautiful. A couple of 
cases it has been hard or the 
movie has been disappoint¬ 
ing but Mama is one of the 
good ones I am really proud 
of.”

Two-week event 
has mountain town 
hosting outdoor 
adventures, contests 
and a chili cook-off 


It’s like a big small-town 
party in the mountains. 

Jasper in January is an 
annual festival scheduled 
smack-dab in the middle 
of winter for those brave 
enough to celebrate the cold 
instead of running off to the 
beaches of Mexico. 

“We don’t all have to 
hibernate throughout the 
winter,” says Mary Darling, a 
spokeswoman with Tourism 
Jasper. “There’s still things 
you can do.” 

Family fun, evening en¬ 
tertainment and outdoor 
adventures — many of them 
free — take place daily 
over two weeks, bringing 
the town of 5,000 to nearly 
double its size. 

Picture it: making gooey 
s’mores over an outdoor fire, 


strapping on snowshoes sur¬ 
rounded by majestic moun¬ 
tains, throwing snowballs 
inside a pub while sipping 
a pint of beer, even sporting 
a Speedo while leaping into 
an icy lake. 

“It’s rejuvenating,” says 
Peter Scott, a local electri¬ 
cian who plans to partici¬ 
pate in his fourth Polar Bear 
Dip this Sunday. 

Nestled in the Rocky 
Mountains, Jasper is about a 
3 1/2-hour drive west of Ed¬ 
monton. To many, it’s con¬ 
sidered Banff’s little sister. 
But that’s not necessarily 
a bad thing. While Banff is 
crowded and commercial, 
Jasper is quiet and laid- 
back. 

History shows Jasper was 
a place where people lived 
before it became a travel 
destination. It was settled 
as a fur trading post, then 
designated a national park 
in 1907. 

The addition of hotels, 
spas and five-star restau¬ 
rants hasn’t dampened its 
cosy and comfortable feel. 
And Jasper in January cap¬

ice skating on a frozen pond 
to noshing on some home¬ 
made chili.

Would- 
be chefs team up and mix 
pots of chili at the local 
activity centre, creating 
more than a dozen flavours 
that anyone can buy and 
sample.

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Happy Birthday Tube you, London subway 


World’s oldest 
metro. While some 
may rail on London’s 
people mover, the 
subterranean train 
has a storied history 


Busy, congested, stressful. This 
is how the world’s first subway 
system was depicted by London 
newspapers in 1863. It’s a situa¬ 
tion that would be familiar to 
nail-biting passengers of the 
present as the Tube turned 150 
years old Wednesday 

“The constant ciy, as the 
trains arrived, of ‘no room,’ ap¬ 
peared to have a very depress¬ 
ing effect upon those assem¬ 
bled,” The Guardian newspaper 
reported on the public open¬ 
ing of London’s Metropolitan 
line on Jan. 10, 1863. The first 
stretch of rail had opened the 
day before, on Jan. 9. 

The line — the first part of 
what is now an extensive Lon¬ 
don transport network that has 
shaped the British capital and 
its suburbs — ran 120 trains 
each way during the day, carry¬ 
ing up to 40,000 excited passen¬ 
gers. Extra steam locomotives 
and cars were called in to han¬ 
dle the crowds. 


Architectural historian 
David Lawrence said the rapid 
expansion of the subway net¬ 
work — better known in Lon¬ 
don as the Tube — had a major 
impact on the city’s design. The 
Tube helped lure people away 
from the inner city into new 
areas where new housing was 
being built near the stations. 

The houses were built in a 
village style mocked by some 
historians as already dated. 

“They were selling an Eng¬ 
land which had already passed 
by that time,” said Lawrence, a 
principal lecturer at Kingston 
University. 

In 1919, the Metropolitan 
company became directly in¬ 
volved in developing what 
came to be called “Metro-land” 
on surplus land. One of the 
company’s promotional post¬ 
ers displayed drab rows of inner 
city terrace houses and urged 
people to, “Leave this and move 
to Edgware.” 

However, they were also 
selling the dual benefit of a 
quiet, unpolluted suburban life 
paired with rapid access to the 
cultural and economic benefits 
of the metropolis, Lawrence 
said. The pioneering Metropol¬ 
itan Line sparked a new wave 
of underground development 
which today has grown into a 
402-ldlometre system carrying 


Taking aim at the Tube 


Like many an innovation, the 
proposal to build a 4.8 kilo¬ 
metre underground rail line 
from Paddington Station in 
central London to Farringdon 
on the edge of the financial 
district in the east aroused 
great skepticism and criticism 
when it was first proposed. 
The editorial in The Times 
of London at the time found 
the concept repulsive: “A 
subterranean railway under 
London was awfully suggest¬ 
ive of dank, noisome tunnels 
buried many fathoms deep 
beyond the reach of light 
or life; passages inhabited 
by rats, soaked with sewer 
drippings and poisoned by 
the escape of gas mains,” the 
newspaper declared. 


1.2 billion passenger journeys 
each year. 

Although Londoners love to 
complain about its sometimes 
sketchy performance, the Tube 
and its related rail lines can be 
a remarkably efficient way to 
move vast numbers of people 
in and out of the city, with 
roughly 3.5 million journeys 
completed each day

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Buttermilk makes move from 
breakfast table to dinner superstar 



First, a buttermilk primer. As 
its name suggests, buttermilk 
is the tangy milk-like liquid left 
behind when cultured cream 
is churned to make butter. At 
least that’s how they made it in 
the old days. Today, it’s usually 
commercially produced by add¬ 
ing cultures (think the bacteria 
that produces yogurt) to low- or 
no-fat milk. 

We’ve all had buttermilk 
pancakes and waffles, but most 
people don’t realize just how 
versatile an ingredient butter¬ 
milk is. And it belongs on the 
dinner table as much as at 
breakfast. 


Ingredients 


• l-Lb pork tenderloin 

• 1 cup buttermilk 

• 1 tbsp plus 1 tsp Thai red 
curry paste, divided 

• 1 tsp kosher salt 

• 2 cups panko breadcrumbs 

• 1/2 tsp ground black pepper 

• 1/4 cup mayonnaise 

• 1/2 tsp cider vinegar 

• 4 burger rolls 

• Boston or other leafy lettuce 

• 1 large tomato, sliced 


Let’s start with buttermilk’s 
signature tang. It’s tangy be¬ 
cause it’s acidic, and acidic in¬ 
gredients make for great mar¬ 
inades. Give chicken, pork or 
turkey a buttermilk bath and 
you’ll get especially tender, 
flavourful meat. Before you 
add the meat, just whisk in 
whatever seasonings you want. 
That’s how it’s used in these 
Buttermillc-Soaked Pork Cutlet 
Sandwiches. 

And that same tang turns 
out killer mashed potatoes. Use 
it in place of regular milk, then 
mash away. Ditto for sweet po¬ 
tatoes. Lastly, next time you’re 
making vinaigrette for your 
salad or roasted vegetables, 
add buttermilk for rich, luxuri¬ 
ous flavour. Try a blend of olive 
oil, buttermilk, lemon juice, 
strawberry jam, salt and black 
pepper. 

1. Cut the tenderloin crosswise 
into thin rounds, each about 
1/4 inch thick. One at a time, set 
each round between sheets of 
plastic wrap and pound evenly 
thin using a meat mallet or roll¬ 
ing pin. 

2. In medium bowl, whisk 


together the buttermilk, 1 
tablespoon of the red curry 
paste and salt. Add the pork 
and ensure it is evenly covered 
by the liquid. Refrigerate this 
for at least 1 hour and up to 8 
hours. 

3. When ready to cook, heat 
the oven to 400 F. Coat a baking 
sheet with cooking spray. 


4. In a wide, shallow bowl, 
mix the breadcrumbs and pep¬ 
per. Remove the pork cutlets 
from the marinade. Dredge 
each piece through the bread¬ 
crumbs, patting them on as 
needed to coat evenly. Arrange 
the pork cutlets on the pre¬ 
pared baking sheet. 

5. Bake 10 minutes, or until 


cooked through. 

6. Meanwhile, in a small bowl, 
whisk together the remaining 1 
teaspoon of red curry paste, the 
mayonnaise and vinegar. Slath¬ 
er a quarter of the mixture over 
the bottom half of each burger 
roll. Top with lettuce and to¬ 
mato, then 1 or 2 pork cutlets.

Grapefruit adds dash of tang 
to quick-cooking pork chops 



Elegant. Pork Tenderloin 
with Fruit and Nuts 



The preparation time and 
cooking time of this dish are 
negligible, but you must allow 
enough time for marinating. 
Serve the chops with sticky 
rice to complement the Asian 
flavours. 

Be sure to grease your grill 
before adding the meat and 
grapefruit wedges. 

1. Using fine grater, remove 
1 ml (1/4 tsp) of the grapefruit 
rind and place in a shallow dish 
that is large enough to hold the 
pork chops. Cut grapefruit in 
half and squeeze out the juice 
to get 45 ml (3 tbsp) of grape-

fruit juice and add to dish. Cut 
remaining grapefruits into 
thick wedges and set aside.

Place pork chops on a greased 
grill, indoor grill or grill pan 
over medium-high heat for 5 
minutes.

Meanwhile, 
add grapefruit wedges to grill 
for about 5 minutes, turning 
once, or until golden and ten¬ 
der.

Or place pork chops on 
parchment paper-lined baking 
sheet and roast in a 200 C (425 
F) oven for about 12 minutes 
or until hint of pink remains. 
Add grapefruit wedges for 
last 5 minutes to warm them 
through.) 

4. Serve grapefruit wedges 
with pork chops and sprinkle 
with cilantro leaves, if desired.

Applications and 
preparation 

Writing applications and waiting for an¬ 
swers from schools is always a stressful 
part of pursuing a career. What is your 
advice to students writing applications 
and hoping to get into chiropractic? 

Dr. Joy Arriaga: When you’re writing your 
applications, just be honest. If chiropractic is 
right for you, then you really have no reason 
to be anything other than honest. It’s easy to 
say the things that the board wants to hear, 
but at the same time it has to be congruent 
with what you really believe in.

These will help 
you simply and help you build clarity in a 
complex situation. Fear has no place in a 
focused mind. 



On the pursuit 

Any advice on preparing yourself for pursuing chiropractic? 

Pratile: Take these three ideas into consideration. First, do you like school? Buckle up, it’s four more 
years. Second, read some chiropractic literature, magazines, and books on the topic to see if the natural 
healing philosophy and paradigm is right for you. Third, be prepared to study the business side of chiro¬ 
practic as well, like marketing, advertising and so on. 

You will have options coming out, but ultimately if you want to be your own boss, run your own 
clinic, or at least be a part of one, you will have to know how to streamline office procedures and build 
a clinic atmosphere. Customer and patient satisfaction and loyalty will always come from the tone you 
set and the care you take in your office protocols. In today’s world of efficiency, people demand it these 
days and you will want to hit the ground running if possible. 

My advice: Learn from a current chiropractor or health practitioner that, as close as possible, em¬ 
bodies how you would like to be in practice. Success leaves clues, now all you have to do is ask great 
questions that build clarity and take action steps. If you want anything in this world bad enough, you’ll 
make it work.

What is a typical day like for 
you? 

Okanik: I work in the ER and

Depending on which 
area of the department I am 
assigned to, I could be helping 
to set and cast broken bones, 
or I could be the trauma nurse, 
working with a team of doctors, 
nurses, respiratoiy therapists 
or paramedics to resuscitate a 
patient in cardiac arrest. 

The ER I work in sees all 
types of patients — from chil¬ 
dren to geriatric. The youngest 
patient I have ever cared for 
was 45 minutes old and the old¬ 
est was 105 years old. You need 
to be prepared for everything 
because you can never predict 
what might come through the 
doors. 

Keeso: Depending on how sick 
my patients are, I can have 
anywhere from one to three 
patients.

“If LeBron was a differ¬ 
ent kind of player, he’d have 
a lot more points by now,” 
Heat guard Dwyane Wade 
said. “He’s so unselfish. We 
give him the ball enough to 
score more. He just won’t do 
it. We’ve had the discussion. 
We’ve sat down at dinner and 
we both said, ‘Sometimes, I 
wish I had it in me.’ We talk 
about it, we joke about it, but 
when the game comes he’s 
unselfish.”

Well, there’s nothing like a 
verbal poke in the eye to get 
your undivided attention. 

Not all that long ago, Honda 
announced the mid-2011 ar¬ 
rival of its 2012-model-year 
Civic. Fans of the brand seemed 
pleased, as evidenced by the 
upwardly pointing sales charts. 


However, the press and a cer¬ 
tain advertising-free consumer 
magazine gave Honda a rough 
ride, reporting that the Civic 
had an uninspired look, aver¬ 
age handling and plasticlcy in¬ 
terior. 

Now, most automakers 
would have simply ignored 
those comments. Not so, Hon¬ 
da. Whether motivated by its 
competitive instincts or by a 
desire to simply do better (or 
both), it’s introducing a heavily 
revised 2013 Civic sedan well 
ahead of schedule. What a dif¬ 
ference just a single model year 
makes. Structurally, changes 
have been initiated to improve 
the Civic’s front-end collision 


protection, especially at each 
comer. There’s high-strength 
steel in the A-pillars (that flank 
the windshield) and in the side 
sills below the doors. 

Changes have also been 
made to the suspension, steer¬ 
ing and soundproofing materi¬ 
als to improve ride comfort, 
reduce cabin noise and create 
a sportier driving experience. 

Honda has addressed con¬ 
cerns regarding the Civic’s in¬ 
terior by giving the dashboard 
a major makeover. There are 
now fewer visually irritating 
creases and angles and most 
plastic surfaces have been cov¬ 
ered with richer-looking soft- 
touch materials. 


It could be argued that the 
newly energized Civic sedan 
is the car that Honda should 
have introduced for 2012, but 
at least the quick response 


in addressing concerns will 
impress the legions of Civic 
supporters and prove the auto¬ 
maker’s ability to make rapid 
change.

Check 
Engine or other warning lights 
can illuminate for numerous 
reasons—many of which are 
sensor-related.

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Detroit show sets party tone for 13 



The North American econ¬ 
omy is far from full recovery, 
but you wouldn’t guess it over 
here at the Detroit auto show. 
It’s a party. 

Almost every brand is com¬ 
ing off a great 2012 sales year, 
and most have lots of new 
products coming on stream 
in 2013. And while there is 
always talk about new green 
advances, we’re not getting 
hit over the head with them. 
Seems like the automakers 
know green is a given, and 
are happy to simultaneously 
work on and celebrate all 
the other stuff — the more 
fun stuff — that continues to 
forge that emotional connec¬ 
tion many of us have with our 
vehicles. 

Power to the People 

And one of the most 
emotional-rich cars on the 
planet — the Chevrolet 
Corvette — kicked off the 
show with the unveiling of 
its latest iteration. Too many 
go-faster stuff to go through 
today, but highlights include 


450-horses, a seven-speed 
manual transmission that 
automatically matches revs 
for fast and smooth down¬ 
shifts, and lots of aluminum 
and carbon fibre. The styling 
is muscular and purposeful, 
and was dictated, as is should 
be for a sports car of this 
calibre, by many sessions in 
the wind tunnel. Another 
notable performance beast 
that debuted at Detroit was 
the all-new Maserati Quattro- 


porte. The outgoing model 
is incredibly beautiful and 
they were smart enough to 
more or less keep the same 
styling, and just make it big¬ 
ger, faster and stronger. It’s 
even lighter, to make better 
use of its awesome V6 and 
V8 Ferrari-made engines. Top 
speed on the V8 model is 191 
mph. 

Small and Spunky 

All that power on display at 


Detroit may have induced 
Honda CEO and presenter, Ta- 
kanobu Ito, to remind every¬ 
one that Honda still feels 
that “small cars are the key 
to the future.” He then un¬ 
veiled the Honda Urban SUV 
Concept, a small SUV based 
on the Honda Fit platform. 

A production version of this 
concept, and the new-genera- 
tion Fit coming in 2014, will 
both be produced at a plant 
Honda will open soon in 


Mexico. The world’s best sell¬ 
ing car, Toyota Corolla, is due 
soon for its makeover, and 
at Detroit we got a glimpse 
of what the next-gen Corolla 
might look like, in the form 
of the Corolla Furia concept. 
It looks pretty sporty and 
righteous — especially for a 
Corolla. Toyota has gone on 
record recently saying they 
want/need to spice things up 
a bit, so I guess we shouldn’t 
be surprised. 


SUVs Forever 

The show also reinforced 
that we are still clearly in the 
age of the SUV. There are so 
many of these things in the 
market now, and so many 
more to come. VW badly 
needs a “midsize” SUV with 
seven-seat capability. To that 
end it created the CrossBlue 
SUV concept, specifically for 
U.S. and Canada. Seven-seat 
SUVs have effectively replaced 
minivans, and CrossBlue re¬ 
tains one of the minivan’s best 
features — individual seats in 
the rear (keeps siblings apart 
and happy). CrossBlue also 
features a diesel-electric plug-in 
hybrid powertrain. Lincoln also 
debuted an SUV concept. The 
Lincoln MKC is based on Ford’s 
ubiquitous C-platfom (think 
Focus and Escape), and would 
be, if built, the smallest Lincoln 
on offer. As we talked about 
before, luxury makers are no 
longer afraid to go “small.” 

More to Come 

As the first auto show of 
2013, Detroit often sets 
the mood for the coming 
automotive year. The mood 
was definitely up this year, 
higher than it’s been since 
that kick in the rear called 
2008. Party on Garth.

When you’re buying tires 
for winter, you need to look 
for the mountain and snow¬ 
flake. This little logo, of a 
snowflake inside a moun¬ 
tain peak, is molded into 
tires that meet the standard 
for winter tread. 

However, while the logo 
indicates winter use, it 
means the tire meets a min¬ 
imum standard and is not 
by itself a measure of the 
tire’s quality. It’s based on 
a tread pattern used as the 
industry standard. The tire 
must exceed the standard 
by 10 per cent to qualify for 
the logo.

On how winter tires are tested 

“The testing is very easy, 
in simple terms, because it’s 
basically straight-line per¬ 
formance,” says Dino Tenu¬ 
ta, senior technical services 
manager for Bridgestone 
Canada. “It doesn’t take 
cornering into account. The 
logo was initially intended 
for consumers to identify a 
winter tire, but it’s so easy 
to achieve that rating. You 
need to look beyond the 
mountain/snowflake, and 
do research on tire perform¬ 
ance.” 

While many people think 
that winter tires are simply 
“snow tires,” they’re more 
than that. Rubber gets hard 


when it’s cold. The rubber 
compound in winter tires is 
formulated to stay flexible 
in low temperatures, which 
improves its grip on dry or 
icy pavement. 

Their tread is more ag¬ 
gressive, which helps them 
bite into snow, but they’re 
also designed to channel 
away slush and water. If 
slush builds up on the tire, 
it dramatically reduces the 
tire’s grip. 

On wet pavement, the 
tread pushes water away so 
the rubber makes contact 
with the asphalt below. 

If it doesn’t, the tire can 
“float” on the water above 
the asphalt, a dangerous 
situation known as hydro¬ 
planing. 

All-season tires can be 
used in winter, although 
they are a compromise. 
Their rubber compound is 
designed to stay supple in 
colder temperatures and 
firm in hot weather, but 
their tread isn’t as aggres¬ 
sive as that of a winter tire, 
since it would be too noisy 


Advice 


• Some tires are marked 
"Mud & Snow,” or M/S. 

This simply means it's an 
all-season tire, and is not 
specifically rated for win¬ 
ter if it doesn't have the 
mountain/snowflake logo 


• When to use. You should 
use Winter tires any time 
the temperature drops 
below 7C, since their grip 
on cold pavement is better 
than an all-season tires. 


for summer use. 

Some tires are called 
“all-weather,” meaning they 
are all-season tires that 
have the mountain/snow¬ 
flake logo. 

These can be used all 
year in jurisdictions where 
winter tires are mandatory, 
such as in Quebec, but they 
are still not as good for 
cornering or stopping as a 
dedicated winter tire.

Test drive. 2013 
model shines during 
apocalypse-day exam 
in nasty blizzard

December 21, 2012. According 
to Faceboolc, the world was 
about to end in a fieiy apoca¬ 
lypse, and I’d soon arrive in hell 
at 8,500 RPM with a smile on 
my face. Probably sideways. 

I’d just picked up the Audi 
RS5 for review. It’s powered by 
the same highly-strung V8 as 
the Audi R8 supercar. You get 
450 horsepower, and a paddle- 
shift transmission that changes 
gears in fractions of a second. 
Thanks to Quattro AWD in¬ 
cluded as standard, you can 
enjoy all of those horsepower 
and gears all year round. 

The RS5 would let your writ¬ 
er go out with a bang. It’s like 
a supercar wearing touring car 
clothes. Or an R8 with a back 
seat. It’s a track-tuned weapon, 
and the highest-performing 
machine in this model range. 
It’s also a car that virtually 
stands alone in offering this 
level of performance and all¬ 
climate readiness in a single 
package. 

And not that you’d pay a 
speeding ticket on apocalypse 
day, but from a glance, RS5 is 
discreet enough to slip past 
your local radar-cop unnoticed 
— so long as you aren’t belting 
screamer V8 noises out of the 
watermelon-sized exhausts. 

Late afternoon. No zom¬ 
bies, earthquakes or fireballs 
had yet presented themselves. 
Inch after powdery inch of 
fluffy snow, however, had. I’d 
taken apocalypse day off, and 
apparently (and delightfully), it 


looked like the snow-plow driv¬ 
ers did, too. 

I spent the afternoon ex¬ 
ploring the RS5’s highway ca¬ 
pabilities in deep snow. 

Point and shoot perform¬ 
ance comes thanks to Quat- 
tro’s extraction of maximum 
traction from any surface. No 
issues getting off the line or 
around comers, even with the 
front lip plowing snow. Turn 
the traction control off, and 
you can get around in as side¬ 
ways, snow-flinging a manner 
as you like. The winter tires 
float on deep snow more than 
they dig in (blame their mas¬ 
sive width) but you do feel very 
confident and well backed up. 

Mind you, much of the 
RS5’s capabilities are wasted 
in a snowstorm. So, thank¬ 
fully, the cabin’s leather-lined, 
aluminum-trimmed, high-tech 
atmosphere proved a relaxing, 
laid-back place to wait for Judg¬ 
ment Day. The sun came back 
up on December 22, meaning 
shoppers will still find the RS5 
available for all-climate hard¬ 
core motoring thrills at dealers 
from $77,000.

Fight the fraudsters when buying a used car 


Safe purchase tips. 

Following these eight 
pieces of advice will 
help you beat the 
curbsiders 


As with any major purchase, 
you need to do your due dili¬ 
gence when buying a used car. 
Here are eight important tips 
to avoid scams and to make 
sure the vehicle is right for 
you: 

1 . Ask yourself is this too good 
to be true? 

Always question a deal that 
seems too good to be true. 

2 . Beware of certain sellers 

Be waiy of dealing with a pri¬ 
vate seller who has numerous 
cars listed at the same time. 


They could be a curbsider 
— an unlicensed individual, 
dealer or retailer who buys 
up vehicles and instead of 
registering them under their 
own name, posts the same 
vehicles for sale with a mark¬ 
up. The curbsider might hide 
major issues or turn back the 
odometer in order to make a 
quick, profitable sale. 

3 . Meeting face-to-face is a 
must 

Don’t do business with a 
seller who won’t meet face- 
to-face. Be on your guard if 
they’ll only talk with you by 
phone or email. 

4 . Ensure appropriate paper¬ 
work is present and correct 

Purchase a CarProof vehicle 
history report for a detailed 
Canadian and U.S. history of 
the vehicle along with regis¬ 


tration details and lien infor¬ 
mation. The CarProof report 
will also contain branding 
and odometer details and tell 
you if the vehicle is actively 
reported as stolen. 

5 . Double check your details 

Ask the seller for proof of 
identity and check that the 
seller’s name and address 
matches up with the informa¬ 
tion on the actual vehicle regis¬ 
tration form. Verify the vehicle 
identification number (VIN), 
the car’s details and the colour 
of the car with the registration 
form, insurance slips and with 
the CarProof report. One way 
curbsiders commit used vehicle 
fraud is by falsifying these 
details. 

6. Do a pre-purchase inspection 
at a location of your choosing. 

Take the vehicle for a pre¬ 


purchase inspection to a place 
of your choosing. If the seller 
insists on using one specific 
facility, this could be a red 
flag. Many curbsiders team up 
with someone who will look 
the other way when doing 
inspections or misrepresent the 
vehicle’s current condition. 

7 . No cash before seeing the car 

Don’t pay before you get the 
vehicle and be waiy if the seller 
demands cash only. If the seller 
requests a third-party escrow 
service, investigate the service 
to make sure it’s legitimate and 
secure, as many online escrow 
sites are fraudulent. 

8. Fools rush in, so don’t be one.
